highways running east, wcsl, north 
and south. 


"The Crisp County Chamber of 


Commerce regards lhe sale of the 
melon crop as a major project. We 
get the name and address ol every 
uuyer and every trucker and send 
them bulletins about the cropland 
market throughout the season. This 
year we had 50 freight car buyers 
on hand during lhe peak of the 
season, besides hundreds of truck- 
ers who hauled melons lo points as 
i 


lar away as Canada. 


"The old system of commission 


consignment lo Eastern 
markets 


has gone. Under that method lhe 
grower sometimes received, instead 
oi a check, a slip staling that the 
freight charges and the commis- 
sion charges left him owing a few 
dollars on his car lot shipment. 
Now he sells his melons in Cordcle 
tor cash on lh'-> barrelhead."
